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Teacher on porn site pulled 
from Edgemont class

Linda Janack, who taught at Edgemont 
Elementary School during the day and had 
sex on an on-line, X-rated porn site with her 
husband at night, has been pulled from the 
classroom just before the opening of school. 

On Monday, after a 43-minute closed-door 
session with their attorneys, five grim-faced 
members of the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education voted unanimously to 
“ratify Supt. [Pete] Kudlak’s decision to place 
tenured teacher Linda Janack on a paid, non- 
disciplinary leave of absence until further 
notice from Mr. Kudlak or this board.” 

Absent from the meeting were Trustees 
Kelly Owen and Simone Pinter. 

The board also ratified Supt. Kudlak’s 
decision that during her leave of absence, 
Janack may not be present on school property 
or have contact with students without 
authorization from administration. 

Agenda item 14 d., “Potential Action on 
Teacher Tenure,” concerning Janack, was 
deferred to the board’s Sept. 10 meeting. 

After the vote, the meeting was adjourned. 

Last week, Detroit and Ann Arbor media 
released stories on Janack, a highly respected 
and liked, tenured teacher, who with her 
husband, a teacher in Dearborn Heights, 
owned and had sex on a porn site, “Hot for 
Teachers,” on their own time since January. 

News stories had quoted a 2010 Michigan 
Court of Appeals ruling that a public school 
teacher cannot be fired for private behavior 
that does not adversely affect students. 

A Channel 4 television reporter and 
cameraman were at Monday’s school board 
meeting to record the board’s decision in 
front of a small audience in the administration 
building, where the board meets during the 
summer months. 

After the meeting, Supt. Kudlak told Channel 
4, “We didn’t want her in the classroom 
around kids at this point. So that was part of 
the administrative leave. To make sure she is 
not on property or around the students.” 

No comments from the audience were offered 
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on Janack or anything else during the meeting. 
But, reportedly parents had complained to the 
district about the teacher and news media and 
at least one parent had threatened to pull her 
child from the district if Janack was in the 
classroom when school started. 

Local social media showed much support 
for the teacher who, it was said, broke no laws 
and taught the students well. 

One school official, who preferred not to

VBT attorney to address 
Michigan Supreme 
Court on leave to appeal

Wayne County Circuit Court last year 
turned down Van Buren Township’s law 
suit against Visteon for not planning to 
help with the upcoming bond payments 
that tax capture will not cover in the fall 
of 2019. 

The Wayne County court agreed with 
Visteon that VBT’s motion for summary 
disposition on the ground that VBT 
breach of contract claim and request for a 
declaratory judgment were not yet “ripe for 
adjudication” and reversal is not required. 

It was too soon to sue since the township 
had suffered no loss as yet, the court said. 

The Michigan Court of Appeals agreed in 
a May 16, 2017 decision. 

But, the township pressed on and its 
attorney Kaveh Kashef has received 
approval to give an oral argument on his 
application to have the case go before the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 

In October he will argue before the 
Michigan Supreme Court to try to convince 
it to hear VBT’s appeal of the Court of 
Appeals decision.

Michigan clerks get FOIAs for 
ballots from 2016 general election

Muncipal clerks in the tri-community are 
among those throughout the state who are 
being asked for copies of the ballots from 
the Nov. 8, 2016 election for President of 
the United States. 

Van Buren Township Deputy Clerk Joanne 
Montgomery said there is a lot of time and 
effort involved in making true copies of all 
the ballots and all the envelopes from the 
absentee ballots, as requested, as well as 
the other items requested. 

VBT Deputy Clerk Montgomery said she 
initially estimated a fee of between $20,000 
and $30,000 for making the 42,000 copies 
necessary because there are three ballot 
sides, but the township has asked for an 
extension to 15 days to respond to the 
request. 

Montgomery said VBT has a plotter, 
which copies blueprints, so they are able 
to do true copies in the original size. She 
said some municipalities are offering a 
smaller size, which is a huge difference in 
cost and some officials suggest she do the 
same. On Tuesday she said they are doing a 
review before sending it on to the township 
attorney for his final review later that day. 

There are 11 separate categories of 
requests for ballot information on the two- 
page Freedom of Information Act request 
that arrived locally on Aug. 20. 

Belleville City Clerk Sherri Scharf said 
the state elections director confirmed 
that all clerks in Michigan received the 
request and all clerks are advised to confer 


with their attorneys. On Monday she said 
the request is being reviewed by the city 
attorney. 

Sumpter Township Deputy Clerk Dawn 
Hadyniak said Sumpter received the FOIA 
request and the township has filed an 
extension so they can further assess time 
and cost. 

The FOIA request includes a statement: 
“Please note that the Michigan Attorney 
General has concluded that cast ballots 
are public records, and a person must be 
allowed to receive copies of cast ballots 
upon request. See Michigan Attorney 
General Opinion Nol.7247 (May 13, 
2010).” 

In a news report, Westland City Clerk 
Richard LeBlanc said his staff is working 
on a response to the request and some 
clerks have received deposits to begin the 
work. 

The requestor is someone named Emily 
on behalf of United Action Group with 
a post office box in Astoria, New York. 
Under law the ballots must be kept for 22 
months after an election and this expires in 
September. 

VBT Deputy Clerk Montgomery said she 
guesses they are trying to find out if there 
was any tampering or hacking of the 2016 
election to influence the results. 

She said she’s confident that there was no 
tampering with the VBT election. 

Belleville Clerk Scharf said since she is 
the only person in the city clerk’s office the 
thought of having to do all this is daunting,

Last week both Van Buren Park beach 
on Belleville Lake and the beach at 
Banotai Park (the former Sherwood Park) 
in Sumpter Township were closed for 
swimming because the county found high 
e.coli levels. 

The Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality closed 11 beaches 
across the state because of high bacteria 
levels. 

In addition, the Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Services has been 
issuing “Do Not Eat” fish advisories for 
all fish in the Huron River in Livingston, 
Oakland, and Washtenaw counties. The 
advisory has not come down the river yet 
into Wayne County and Belleville Lake but 
they continue testing. 

The contaminants in the Huron River are 
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high PFOS and PFAS levels — perfluoralkyl 
and perfluorooctane sulfonate. 

The state said touching the fish or water 
and swimming in these water bodies is 
not considered a health concern, as PFAS, 
which includes PFOS, do not move easily 
through the skin. An occasional swallow of 
river or lake water is also not considered a 
health concern. Just, don’t eat the fish from 
those areas. 
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At about 1:34 p.m. Monday there was a 
false fire alarm at the Sumpter Township 
Hall. It was called out to the fire department 
as a commercial fire alarm and then, a few 
minutes later, cancelled. 

This is the second recent false fire alarm 
at the township hall. The first one was Aug. 
17 at about 8:37 a.m. 

At the time we were told employees 
were concerned and evacuated because 
workers had been installing the three new 
air conditioners and three new furnaces 
recently approved. Also, there was a 
reported smell that could have been gas. 

Monday ’s fire alarm was not accompanied 
by any report of gas odor.

one would. This country was founded on 
this principle. Read our Declaration of 
Independence. Read our constitution. Read 
all of our 50 State Preambles. Read what 
many presidents have said.

especially with everything it will take to get 
ready for the upcoming Nov. 6 election. 

Montgomery said other questions have 
come up, like what if “Emily” wants to 
review the ballots first. She said state law 
mandates a chain of custody that allows 
only so many people to be able to touch 
the ballots, so she would have to turn the 
ballots for “Emily” to see. And, the ballot 
bags have to be unsealed and then resealed 
each day, with time spent documenting this. 

And, after agreeing to respond, the 
municipalities have to get it done in a 
reasonable time. With the big, mid-term 
election coming, time for the clerk’s office 
would have to be measured out, with 
documentation on why they couldn’t do 
more during that time span. 

“There are so many things to think about,” 
Montgomery said. 

According to a Tuesday night report in 
The Detroit News, the organization behind 
the FOIA requests was Priorities USA 
Action, a self-described progressive Super 
Pac which spent $6.4 million for Clinton 
and $126 million against Trump in the 2016 
election. 

According to the report, the group 
contracted a third party to request the 
copies of Michigan ballots. Trump won 
Michigan by 10,000 votes over Clinton in 
the 2016 election. According to the media 
report, donors to Priorities USA in 2015- 
16 were George Soros, James Simons, and 
Fred Eychaner.

Phillip Derosier will argue on behalf 
of Visteon. Then, the court will decide 
whether to hear the appeal. 

At a recent township meeting, VBT 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara said while 
the Michigan Township Association 
declined joining Van Buren Township in 
the law suit, the MTA has changed its mind 
and will join in with VBT in the suit. 

Supervisor McNamara said the MTA 
agrees the decision on this case could 
affect other townships in the state. 

In 2013, when he first started working for 
the township on the Visteon bonds issue, 
Kashef was associated with Clark Hill law 
firm. Recently, he joined Giffels Webster. 

In a recent Local Development Finance 
Authority meeting, the 2017 audit by 
Plante Moran was discussed. 

The audit explained the situation with 
the bonds: “The township has pledged a 
portion of future property tax revenue to 
repay $18,779,656 in LDFA bonds issued 
in 2003 and a portion refunded in 2006, 
and then refunded in 2015 to finance 
various capital improvements. 

“The bonds are payable solely from the 
incremental property taxes captured by 
the LDFA and were originally projected 
to produce 100% of debt service 
requirements over the lives of the bonds. 
Current economic conditions are resulting 
in annual captures being less than annual 
debt service payments. 

“Total principal and interest remaining 
in bonds are $39,157,400, payable through 
2032. For the current year (2017), principal 
and interest paid and total property tax 
captures were $1,126,265 and $514,807, 
respectively.” 

Plante Moran also stated in the audit 
report: “All required payments on the 
bonds are guaranteed by the township 
in the event that the LDFA is unable to 
make required payments. Because it 
has been determined that the township 
will more likely than not be required to 
make a payment under this obligation, in 
accordance with GASB Statement No. 70, 
the township has recorded a liability on 
its financial statements for the guarantee. 
However, the LDFA has not been released 
from its obligation on this debt.” 

According to the audit, beginning in 2019, 
the LDFA will be paying on the principal, 
as well as the interest, so its total payment 
in 2019 will be $2,073,206, up from the 
total of $521,081 in interest only in 2018.

Ashley Capital angers commission by filling in pond for parking

“Ashley Capital never said they took it upon 
themselves to break the law,” said an irritated 
Carol Thompson at the Aug. 22 meeting of the 
Van Buren Township Planning Commission. 

Commission chairwoman Thompson, was 
referring to Ashley Capital’s filling in of a pond 
and construction of a parking lot for trucks 
at Crosswinds South without coming to the 
township for approval. This Ashley site is south 
of Ecorse Road reaching almost to Tyler Road. 

“You hurt your standing with me and possibly 
the commission,” Thompson said. “This does 
not allow you to move forward.” 

Ashley’s design engineer, Joseph Webb, stood 
alone for the corporation, saying the Ashley 
officials were caught in traffic and probably 
wouldn’t get to the meeting in time to attend. 

He had explained, briefly, before Thompson’s 
comments, that Ashley was requesting site plan 
approval for additional car parking to service the 
existing Building 1. He said the additional 59 
spaces of car parking was for Fed Ex employees 
and it would alleviate the problems they are 
having. 

The commission then heard reviews on 
the 59-space parking lot from its planning 
consultant, McKenna Associates; its engineering 
consultants, Fishbeck, Thompson, Carr & Huber, 


Inc.; and the township’s fire marshal. All the 
reviews recommended approval of the site plan, 
with stipulations. 

Then, commission vice chairman Donald 
Boynton mentioned the elephant in the room. 

“What about the violation of the filled-in 
pond?” Boynton asked. 

Ron Akers, VBT Director of Planning and 
Economic Development, pointed out one of the 
comments by Patrick Sloan of McKenna was 
that a note be put on the plans that the filling and 
truck parking in the southern part of the property 
was not approved by the township and that the 
proposed changes to the site now are only for the 
three-acre area for the 59 new parking spaces. 

Akers said they needed to come into compliance 
with an approval by Wayne County in 2017. 

“Our issues are that they constructed truck 
parking without a site plan,” Akers said. 

Pathways to compliance, he said, include 
removing the parking and returning the site to its 
original state. Also, compliance would include 
rezoning and a change of the master plan. He 
said if the planning commission does change the 
map to allow that, there are still a series of steps 
to take. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd, who sits on the 
planning commission, said Ashley applied for a 
permit for lights and was denied. 

“Did they install lights?” she asked and was 


told no. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked if the site has 
adequate storm water detention. 

Dave Potter, engineering consultant of 
FTC&H, said on June 29 a letter from Wayne 
County asked them if they complied with all 
Wayne County restrictions. 

“He’s aware we’re going to be looking for that,” 
Potter said. “They have to show the engineering 
at that stage. There is no green light to construct 
anything.” 

Vic Franzoi, who was sitting in the audience, 
got up to address the commission. He identified 
himself as the spouse of Commissioner Joan 
Franzoi. 

“I live in Van Buren Township,” he began, 
saying he fails to see how Ashley can be coming 
asking for anything. 

“These people did something totally wrong,” 
Franzoi said, adding he thinks the township 
should tell them to get a shovel and start digging. 

“Shame on them. Now they want approval for 
something else,” he said. 

Thompson said she agreed this was a serious 
incident from the applicant. 

Design engineer Webb said, “I can answer that” 
several times during the discussion, but he was 
ignored and not given the floor to speak. 

“This does not allow you to move forward,” 
Thompson said. 
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Treasurer Budd said, “I certainly agree with 
you. They should have corrected this before they 
came to us.” 

“T agree,” said Commissioner Atchinson. 

“Appropriate action? What action is appropriate 
for us to take?” Boynton asked. 

Akers said because of the parking lot offense, 
there are a lot of items on the report that need to 
be addressed. 

Boynton made the motion to postpone 
preliminary approvals on the 59-space parking 
lot until conditions have been met -- everything 
that was spelled out in all of the letters from 
consultants. 

There were nine issues cited in the McKenna 
review letter and ten in the FTC&H review letter. 

In another item at the 42-minute meeting, 
the commission heard a presentation by Grace 
Moore, the Planning Department intern, on 
a Public Participation Plan, which is needed 
for the township’s Redevelopment certificate 
it is seeking from the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation.

“We want to be higher than Traverse City,” 
Treasurer Budd said.
